Joining roughly 25,000 other Canadians at the jam-packed April 
9 event, the Shawnigan contingent also visited key military 
memorials, including battlegrounds at Ypres and the Somme as well 
as monuments at St. Julien and Tyne Cot. 

In addition to museums and battlegrounds from World War One, the 
group had the opportunity to tour memorable locales from World War 
Two, including the impressive American landing zone at Pointe du 
Hoc and the Canadian cemetery at Beny-Sur-Mer (where Shawnigan 
grad William Ferguson is buried). 

The tour started in Brussels, stopped in several seaside towns in 
Normandy and Brittany, and ended in Paris, giving students a chance 
to wander through historic centres and relax in European cafes. 

A nasty virus also tore through the group, though we were relieved 
that we didn’t share it with our travelling companions from New 
Brunswick, or with our Italian Tour Director Simone.

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„PHYSICS TRIP 


In early February, 18 budding physicists and their 3 chaperones spent 5 
exciting days travelling through Washington State, Nevada and California. 
In Seattle, our visits focused on the production of cutting-edge jet aircraft 
when we visited the Boeing factory, where 747, 777 and 787 aeroplanes are 
built. Next morning, we took an opportunity to simulate what it is like to 
jump out of a plane by "flying" in a vertical wind tunnel, where powerful 
fans moving the air create drag forces that allowed us to remain stationary in 
“free-fall” conditions. Then, after next visiting the Museum of Flight which 
displayed aircraft such as the Wright Brothers' Flyer, a Spitfire, a Blackbird 
and a Concorde, we flew to Las Vegas. The following morning, we toured 
BrightSource Solar Concentration Plant, where more than 80 000 mirrors 
track the sun and reflect the infra-red radiation to boilers where steam is 


produced to generate electricity. Its location in the Mojave Desert ensures nearly 
perfect conditions for the production of electricity with a minimal toll on the 
environment. Next, we visited NASA's Jet Propulsion Laboratory in Pasadena, 
where innumerable spacecraft such as the Voyager and Curiousity have been built 
and are controlled from. That afternoon, we visited the historic Mount Wilson, 
home of the famous 60-inch and 100-inch telescopes, which were used by Harlow 
Shapely and Edward Hubble. Coming back down to Earth, we drove to Pacific 
Palisades where we were wonderfully hosted by the Kors family who provided 
a delicious dinner! Our final visit was to Universal Studios with the Wizarding 
World of Harry Potter, where physics and magic form a unique partnership. The

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This past week, I went to the Japan Super Science Fair along 
with John Yang and Chris Shen which was at a school called 
Ritsumeikan near Kyoto.
